DEMAND THE UNION LABEL!

If you are intending to build a 
home or buying one ready built by 
a speculative builder, this letter | 
should interest you. There are two} 
Ways you can go about it. You can 
have the plans drawn by an archi- 
tect and submit them for bids to 
a selected list of contractors and| 
have your home built by contract, | 
or you can buy a home ready built 
by a speculative builder. A specula- | 
tive builder is a builder that builds 
and sells homes on speculation. 


In the long run it is usually more | 
satisfactory and more economical | 
to have a licensed architect draw 
the plans and have a reputable 
contractor build your home by 
contract. The architect will, in his | 
specifications, provide that all fire | 
breaks and other necessary pre-! 
cautions be built into the framed 
structure of your home to protect 
you from fire hazards. He will care- 
fully specify the grade and quality 
of all materials going into your 
home, from the cement in the 
foundation to the finish hardware. 
The reputable contractor or builder | 
will comply with the specifications 
and all building ordinances, employ 
skilled mechanics throughout the 
construction and when your home| 
is finished you will have a home 
that will “stay put,” one that will 
be a comfort to you as long as you 
will need it.

There are many reputable build- 
ers in the speculative field, men 
who comply with all standard 
| building practices, who 
| skilled mechanics and pay estab- 
| lished wage scales, men whose 
word you can safely rely upon. 
| Unreliable Builders 
| There are, unfortunately, a 
| group of speculative builders oper- 
ating in Alameda county at the 
present time who are not reliable. 

They will tell you when you buy 


a ready made house you see what 
you are getting. What you see, 
however, is the surface, which like 


beauty, is only skin deep. It is only 
after the foundation begins to set- 
tle, after the doors refuse to prop- 
erly close and the windows refuse 
to open, after the hardwood floors 
begin to squeak and the cheap 
paint and varnish lose their luster, 
after the wall paper fades, the fin- 
ish hardware loses its gloss, the 
limeless plaster cracks and the 
fancy stucco begins to streak, after 
you have required the services of 
plumbers, painters, carpenters, 
roofers and other mechanics to 
keep your home a going concern, 
then you realize, after it is too late, 
that you were the speculator, 
the builder, and you 
taken for a ride.

Wage Scales Adopted 

Recently, the Associated Gen- 

eral Contractors, representing 200 


| of the largest contractors, and the 
| district council of carpenters estab- 


lished a wage scale for carpenters 


| by submitting the question to an 


arbitration board. The speculative 
builders were invited to participate 
in the proceedings but did not do 
so, and now this small group among 


| the home builders will not pay the 


scale set by an impartial arbitra- 
tion board, nor are they, for that 
matter, paying the established 
wage scales in other building trades 
crafts. 


We say to you, that when em- 


| ployers and employes cannot agree 


upon a wage scale, there is no 
fairer or better method of settle- 
ment than arbitration. We say to 
you, that when the employers and 
employes jointly select three out- 
standing men of high character to 
determine a wage scale, that the 


| scale so set can be accepted as fair 


to the employer, the employe and 
the public. All contractors and 
builders (except this small group 
of speculators), have accepted the 
scale and are paying it, as well as 
all other established scales. 

We have, therefore, placed picket | 
lines before the buildings of these 
speculators, not for the purpose, 
as they will tell you, of intimida- | 
; tion, but for the sole purpose of 
letting you know that these specu- | 
lators are paying from one to four 
dollars a day less than the going, 
wage scales, that they employ un-} 


skilled handy men and resort to 
every conceivable trick to “beat 
the game.” 


In conclusion, we say to you in 
all sincerity, that men who con- 
duct their business along such lines, 
are a detriment to the building in-| 
dustry and a menace to the indus- 
trial peace of our community. The | 
character and reputation of the 
man who builds your home is your 
greatest safeguard. Do not expect 
the man who slashes wages and) 
chisels on both his competitors and |

Radical-Liberal Writers Who Attack Organized Labor 
Are Enemies of Social Reform, Labor Head 
Says in His New York Speech. 


A strong defense of the organized labor movement as 
the upholder of democratic institutions and the foe of all 
dictatorships was made by William Green, president of — 


the American Federation of 


Labor, in an address at the 


twelfth anniversary dinner of the “New Leader.” 
President Green discussed at length the question of 
organization policy and declared that both craft and in- 


dustrial forms are applied by 
Labor. He cited numerous 


the American Federation of 
instances of the industri=! 


form, beginning with the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, and emphasized the broad charter given to the auto- 


‘mobile workers’ union, which he said has jurisdiction over 
98 per cent of the workers in the@——————___________—_- 


automobile industry. 

Denouncing as utterly false the 
charge that the American Federa- 
tion of Labor is responsible for the 
lack of organization of the mass- 
production workers, he held that 
the main reason for this condition 
is the persecution of employes by 
non-union employers who include | 
company unions and spies in their | 
schemes for victimizing the mem-| 
bers of bona fide trade unions. 


Turning to the group of radical 
and self-styled liberal writers who 
persistently attack the American 
Federation of Labor, President | 
Green declared that their denuncia- 
tion is unwarranted by the facts | 
and stigmatized them as the “ene-| 
mies of social reform, liberalism} 
and democracy.” | 

He claimed that economic neces- 
sity and the needs of the people 
impel an ever larger intervention 
of the government in fields hitherto | 
regarded as belonging wholly to 
private initiative, and predicated 
extensions of this movement to 
whatever point may be necessary | 
in the public interest. He stated 
that government ownership of the 
railroads seems inevitable and said 
the American Feedration of Labor 
favors such action.

Democracy Essential for Freedom 

“The working people of the 
United States, more than 50 years 
ago, expressed their unyielding de- 
votion to the principle of democ- 
racy. That was one of the cardinal 
principles upon which the organ- 
ized labor movement was founded. 
It was a matter of conviction then, 
as it is now, with all those who 
are associated with the American 
Federation of Labor that freedom 
is destroyed. 
This position, assumed and stead- 
fastly maintained by labor, has 
been vindicated by what has trans- 
pired in European nations where 
autocracy and dictatorships have 
been established. 

Dictatorships Destrey Unions 

“Democratic trade unions, com- 
parable to the American trade un- 
ions, were destroyed and ceased to 
function when autocracy and dic- 
tatorship took command. This fact 
was tragically demonstrated in 
Germany where trade unions were 
completely annihilated, their prop- 
erty confiscated, their leaders vic- 
timized by assignment to detention 
camps. In many instances the lead- 
ers were executed. 

“In many other countries the 
workers and trade unions, created 
by them, suffered the same fate. 
The persecution and bruital treat- 
ment, mental anguish and racial 
hate caused by the autocrats who 
assumed dictatorial powers, in 
these unfortunate nations, has 
aroused the righteous indignation 
of the working people of our own 
country who cherish the blessings 
and benefits of freedom and de- 
mocracy. 

“The form of dictatorship is of 
It matters not 
under what guise or under what 
name it is known. All provide for 
press censorship, the subjugation of 
minority expression and the com- 
plete destruction of economical 
freedom. Strikes do not occur be- 
cause they are forbidden. 

Protect Democratic Institutions 

“It is difficult for those who ens 
joy the benefits and blessings of a 
democratic form of government 
and who regard it as a common 
heritage to conceive of a situation, 
in dictator-controlled governments, 
where there is no opposition press 
or party through which minorities 
may express themselves, no free-
